19 to 20.

But the eager new- 
comers, who had an additional six 
weeks streamlined basic training, 
kept pace with them when they 
joined them in two months of ad- 
vanced infantry training at Wain- 
wright.

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Defence Decentralization 


The civil defence program for Edmon- 
ton appears to be getting underway in a 
brisk and businesslike manner. 

Plans have been laid for the appoint- 
ment of a provincial defence co-ordinator 
and a city co-ordinator. 

Surveys of population densities, fire 
hazards and defence resources are to be 
undertaken soon, 

Instruction of civilians in self-preserva- 
tion, fire prevention and first aid will 
commence immediately. 

All this is excellent. But the point that 
deserves some thought and consideration 
is the proposal to decentralize business, 
industry and hospital facilities throughout 
the city. 

The Edmonton Bulletin is not opposed 
to decentralization as a means of civil 
defence. Indeed, many months ago this 
newspaper urged the decentralization of 
city power units so that enemy planes, fol- 
lowing the course of the river, would not 
be able to cripple our power resources with 
a single bomb. 

This argument was pasSed over non- 
chalantly by the very city authorities who 
are now most loudly demanding defence 
action. 

What we urge most strongly at the 


Glaring Deficiencies 


Edmonton Transit System officials af- 
firm their readiness to revise the new 
schedules on four south side motor bus 
routes when the complaints about them 
are “shaken down.” 

This indicates a commendable and co- 
operative attitude. 

But it seems strange that ETC of- 
ficials resolutely refuse to do anything 
about deficiencies in the system that waste 
more time and cause more confusion than 
anything else. 

These deficiencies are (a) indistinguish- 
able markings on the fronts of buses and 
(b) the absence of indications at bus 
stops of the routes the buses serve. 


present time is that town planning from 
this defence standpoint and town plan- 
ning from the normal standpoint be 
brought together without confusion and 
without conflict. 

Town Planner Noel Dant is right now 
working on an overall plan for the de- 
velopment of the city along the lines of 
modern expansion in times of peace. 

Then, along comes another set of cir- 
cumstances which make an entirely differ- 
eyt set of demands on the course of the 
city’s growth. 

Are these two pictures to be blended to- 
gether?

Civil defence conditions arise from no 
passing emergency. The menace of war 
may hang over the world for half a cen- 
tury. 

Therefore it is important, in a rapidly- 
growing city, both that defence plans 
should not hamper Edmonton's expansion 
and that Edmonton’s expansion should not 
threaten Edmonton's security. 

It seems to us to be essential that the 
town planner should be an important part 
of whatever authority is set up in Edmon- 
ton to plan for civil defence.

And Premier Manning, while denying 
Edmonton a share of gas tax and motor 
licence revenues, has promised to consider 
special appeals for special purposes. 

What is impossible and unendurable 
is that the province refuses to acknowledge 
the city’s right to any of this money as a 
matter of principle. Whatever the cities 
get must be doled out at the whim or will 
of the provincial government. 

In one or two instances the overlord- 
ship of the province has been definitely 
oppressive. 

There is no reason, for example, why 
daylight saving, a nuisance in rural dis- 
tricts, should be peremptorily banned in 
cities because of the predominantly rural 
interests of the legislature’s members. 

There is no reason why the legislature 
should have imposed upon Edmonton the 
totally unreasonable necessity for secur- 
ing a two-thirds vote for the Miracle Mile 
project when all democratic procedure 
indicated a simple majority as sufficient. 

No one would go so far as to say that 
the legislature or the government bears 
any ill-will towards Edmonton. But the 
development of Edmonton is not one of the 
primary projects of either of them.

There seems to be no dowbt 
that the main mystery about 
Daniel Defoe arose because he 
was @ Government secret agent, 
That is, he was subsidized by the 
English government of his day 
to write propaganda, in the guise 
of free expression of opinion, 


Defoe Was 


Propagandist 

In those days, England and 
Scotland were united only by 
having the same King, but not 
yet in a common parliament, 

The aim of the government of 
England was to pave the way for 
an organic union, actually uniting 
the peoples. Apparently this was 
the secret job that Defoe was 
paid to help do, 

But I was wrong in guessing 
that Defoe's poem, “The True 
Born Englishman,” was written 
primarily to make union with the 
Seots more popular with the Eng- 
Mish, 

It seems that, while the poem 
was most widely used for that 
purpose, it was actually written 
in 1701 to help kill English objec- 
tions to the foreign origin of their 
King, William of Orange.

copied by Mrs. Wilhelmina Pere- 
yam out of an old book published 
in 1765;

Primate Of

TORONTO, Nov, 20. — (Cp) — 
Most Rev. George Frederick King- 
ston, primate of the Church of 
England in Canada, died in hospital 
today. He had been seriously ili 
since he suffered a heart attack 
last Monday, 

Archbishop Kingston, 61, was 
elected primate of the church in 
1947, fo'lowing the death of Most 
Rev, Derwyn T. Owen. 


Born at Prescott, Ont., he was 


ordained in the diocese of Nova | 


Scotia in 1916, three years after his 
graduation from Trinity College in 
Toronto, Years later, he returned 
to the diocese as bishop in 1944 and 
assumed the title of archbishop on 
his election to the primacy, 


PROFESSOR 


On his ordination, he spent 24 
years as a college professor, first 
at King’s College, then located at 
Windsor, N.S., where he taught 
philosophy, and later as professor 
of ethics and dean of men at Trin- 
ity College. 

In 1940 he was named bishop of 
Algoma, where he worked among 
Northern Ontario Indians in Al- 
goma’s big missionary field and 
put the episcopal endowment 
fund on a@ sound basis. 

Archbishop Kingston married 
Florence Belle Brown of Wolfville. 
NS,, in 1919. Their son, Rev. F. 
Temple Kingston, flew to Toronto 
last week from HMCS Cornwallis, 
where he is naval padre, to be at 
his father’s bedside,

Strike Involved Units Of 
Big Bell Telephone System 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—(AP)—More than 33,000 tele- 
phone employes returned to work across the United States 
today under compromise settlements that ended their 11- 
day strike against units of the huge Bell Telephone system. 


The telephone agreements were 
reached yesterday in New York 
and Detroit, where federal media- 
tors had been seeking peace in the 
pay dispute. 

The break came at the end of 
a@ 25-hour maratnon bargaining 
session in New York between 
Bell's Western Electric Company 
and Division 6 of the Communi- 
cations Workers of America 

(CIO), representing 11,000 equip- 

ment installers. 

Within a few hours, parallel set- 
tlements were announced in sub- 
sidiary disputes, 

The parent Bell Corporation said 
that aside from some local inter- 
ruptions it maintained nearly-nor- 
mal service throughout the strike. 
VICTORY CLAIMED 


The union claimed a strike vic- 
tory. The companies called the set- 
}tlements “fair’—although “costly” 
jin the dispute involving the Michi- 
gan Bell Company, In the compro- 
mise, both sides actually receded 
from their hard-and-fast strike 
positions. 

In the key Western Electric dis- 
| pute, the union had demanded a 
15-cent hourly raise, but accepted 
a series of increases from nine 
to 14 cents. These averaged, by 
company figures, 11.3 cents—or 
| slightly better than Western Elec-
